TO 



Provide for the Continuation of Leases made under 
Powers in Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to make Provision for better 
securing the Title of Lessees in Leases executed under 
Powers in Ireland, and for preventing the Questioning of 
such Leases hereafter upou Allegations that they were not executed 
5 in conformity with such Powers, and for that Purpose to provide 
Means for ensuring the due Execution of the same : Be it enacted by 
the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
1 0 follows, that is to say : 

I. In all legal and other Documents this Act may be cited as 
“The Leases Confirmation (Ireland) Act, I860.” 

II. Whenever after the passing of this Act it shall be proposed or 
intended that any Lease shall be executed under or by virtue of any 
15 Powers contained in any Will, Settlement, or Deed, or in any Private 
Act of Parliament or any Statute enabling the Lessor in that 
Behalf, it shall be lawful for the Lessor and Lessee, if they shall so 
think fit, to apply by a joint Petition to the Landed Estates Court, or 
any Judge thereof, that such Lease may be executed under the 
20 Sanction and with the Approbation of the said Court. 
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III. Upon such Petition, the Court or Judge shall direct all proper 
Notices to be served, and shall call for such Evidence and make such 
Inquiries and take such Proceedings as may be necessary to ascertain 
whether such proposed Lease is in conformity with the Powers under 
which it purports to be made, and upon being so satisfied the Court 5 
or Judge shall make a Declaration that the Lease to be executed in 
accordance with its or his Directions is a due and valid Execution of 
the Power or Powers in such Declaration mentioned. 

IV. A Copy of such Declaration sealed with the Seal of the 
Court shall be received as Evidence in all Courts, and shall be 10 
conclusive Proof against all Persons and for all Purposes that such 
Lease is a due and valid Execution of the said Powers, and 
that all Statutory and other Requirements necessary to give Validity 

to such Lease have been complied with. 

V. The Landed Estates Court shall make such General Orders as 15 
may be necessary to regulate the Practice under this Act, and shall 
have Power from Time to Time to repeal, vary, alter, or add to the 
same. 

VI. The Provisions herein contained shall apply to all Leases 
executed by Corporations or by any Ecclesiastical Body or Person 20 
possessing a qualified or restricted Power of Leasing. 

VII. In any Case in which a Lease shall have been executed after 

the passing of this Act , without the previous Sanction of the Court, 
a Petition may be presented to the Court or Judge at any Time within 
Six Months after the Execution of the Lease, and the Court or 25 
Judge may upon such Petition make a like Declaration that the 
Lease so executed was duly made in pursuance of the Power, and 
such Declaration shall be subject to the same Rules and have the 
same Force and Effect as that mentioned in the preceding Sections of 
this Act. 30
